PROCLAMATION 


OF JAN. 1, 1863 


1FTY

of January. 
the em an­ 
cipation proclamation was is 
sued. 
This was the culminat­ 
ing act of Abraham Lincoln's life, the 
om* for which he will be longest re 
niembered. 
There 
is abundant 
evi­ 
dence to show that he contemplated 
the step long before it was taken 
After bis careful manner, lie reasoned 
the question out from every possible 
Standpoint, weighing the effects of his 
action. 
The processes of 
t he great omanci 
pator’s 
mind 
were 
rev'-aled 
to bis 
friend Lean ltd Kwetf. whom he sent 
for to call al the White House 
There 
Mr. I.ln oln read to him several letters 
concerning emancipation, then argued 
out tin* v. I 
question in (lie presem » 
of his heart . as if thinking aloud, lie 
then tei initialed the interview. 
This 
was in I lie summer of 1Sd2. 
Shortly 
thereafter. • a July 22. lie » ailed to­ 
gether t lie cabinet to consider the sub 
jeot. 
To Prank n Carpenter, the art­ 
ist who painted “The First Heading of 
the Emancipation Proclamation." Mr 
Lincoln remarked: 
‘*1 said to the cabinet that 1 had re 
solved upon this step and had not 
called them together to ask their ad 
vice, but to lay the subject matter of 
a proclamation before the m -sug g es­ 
tions as to which would 
Ik* in order 
after they had heard it rend.” 
It was two months to a day. how­ 
ever. before this preliminary draft was 
given to the public. 
Secretary Seward 
urged that it should not he given out 
until there was a Union victory. 
This 
appealed to the president as good tac­ 
tics, so it was withheld till after the 
battle of Antietnra and was published 
on Sept. 22. 
In effect it proposed that 
after 100 days the slaves of all those 
remaining in rebellion should la* freed 
as a war measure. 
The hundred day 
period expired on Jan. 1. and the final 
emancipation proclamation was i :--i»*<| 
on that day. 
For this stop Mr. Lincoln 
too k the 
« ole initiative and the undivided iv 
uponsibiUt.v. 
Freeing the slaves as a 
w ar measure was a strategic move. 
Merely as president of the United 
Stutes Mr. Lincoln had no power tc 
emancipate the slave. 
Hut as com­ 
mander in chief of the army and navy 
during a 
war he had unquestioned 
power to take tho property

my, n right that had been recognized 
from time immemorial.

A fter careful con­ 
sideration 
th e Census B ureau

ing th e services of th e m ail carriers 
to do th e larger p a rt 
of th e census 
enum eration th an by any oth er feasi­ 
ble plan. 
Th e p ostm aster 
general 
also h as given consideration to th is 
plan and believes it would be entirely 
feasible, at least In th e. case of th e ru 
ral districts, and h at it would not in­ 
terfere m aterially 
w ith th e regular 
and prom pt distrib ution of th e mails. 
Th ere would be som ew h at 
greater 
difficulties involved in utilizing

city mail ca rriers th an th e rural c a r­ 
riers. 
it is probable th at th e form er 
also could be advantageously em ploy ­ 
ed, but th e precise m eth od by wh ich 
th e g reatest advantag e could h e gain 
ed from using th e city mail carriers, 
with th e least inconvenience 
to th e 
public, m ust be a m a tte r of furtth er 
investigation and consideration. 


In most of th e leading foreign eoun 
tries th e work of census enum eration 
is largely or wh olly perform ed by per 
rnanenet em ploy es eith er of th e cen­ 
tral governm ent or of th e local gov­ 
ernm ents. 
Postal employ es, 
police 
men, and oth er ofliceres of cities and 
local governm ents are called into ser 
vice. 


(Jualilied for E num erators 
‘Mail carriers, w h eth er in cities or 
in rural districts, up 
ear to be con­ 
spicuously well qualified to act as cen 
sus enum erators. 
Th ey are selected 
w ith out reference to political consid­ 
erations and as th e 
result of tests 
wh ich g ua ra ntee a "air degree of edu 
« ation and ability . 
T h eir peculiar ex 
perience, h owever, adds im m ensely to 
th eir fitness for th e work. 
Th ey are 
personally acquainted with alm ost ev 


cry family and individual in th e dis­ 
tricts wh ich th ey serve. Such acquain 
tances would no* only result in sav­ 
ing th e carrie r much time but would 
enable h im to secure more com plete 
and accurate inform ation. Again, tire 
mail carriers h ave a perm anenet re­ 
sponsibility to th e 
governm ent as 
th eir em ploy er, and if utilized for cen 
sus work woukl feel under obligation 
to do it flu* to th e best of th eir ability 
lest oth erw ise th e 'r perm anent posi­ 
tions m igh t be endangered. 
It is in­ 
conceivable, for ex ample, th a t mail 
carriers acting as enum erators would 
perm it th em selves to become parties 
to a sch em e of elaborate padding of 
th e census, such as was attem pted in 
a num ber of th e cities 
and towns of 
th e country at th e last census, or th at 
th ey sh ould neglect th eir work to any 
such degree as did some of th e e nu­ 
m erators in 19 10. 


‘A noth er peculiar advantage of th e 
em ploy ment of mail carriers as cen­ 
sus enum erators is th e fact th a t th eir 
duties require th eniday by day to go 
over th e sam e territory . 
Th e m ail 
c a rrie r wh o is unable to 
obtain th e 
required sch edules on one visit would 
lose no time in visiting th e sam e fam ­ 
ily on a later trip. 


As already » dated, it is believed by 
th e Postoffice de p a rtm e nt th a t mail 
carriers in th e rural 
districts could 
perform th e 
w ork of enum eration 
w ith out interference 
to th e 
public 
convenience regarding th e delivery of 
mail. 
Doubtless, th e carriers would 
h ave to work m ore th an th e ordinary 
num ber of h ours, and in some cases, 
perh aps, generally , it would be neces­ 
sary for th e reg ular carriers to call 
upon 
th eir sub stitutes for m ore or 
less assistance in th e delivery of mail 
during th e tim e of enum eration. Ev­ 
en, h owever, if th en* sh ould be som e 
little inconvenience to 
be public, it 
sh ould be borne in mind th at th e ta k­ 
ing of u census is a great national en­ 
terprise, 
In 
wh ich every 
citizen 
•sh ould h e interested an I Tor wh ich h e 
sh ould be, and 
in most cases would 
be, willing to sacrifice a trifle of h is 
personal convenience. 
‘If mail carriers were called upon 
for such service, 
th ey 
sh ould, of 
course, be properly com pensated for 
additional 
work 
th rust upon 
th em . 
It. is believed th at just conr ensation 
to th e carriers would 
amount 
to de­ 
cidedly sm aller sum th an m ust neces­ 
sarily be paid to enum erators em ploy 
ed ex clusively for census work.
